Essae Martha Culver, Executive Secre- 
tary of the Louisiana Library Commission, 
will in July have completed twenty years 
of service with the State library extension 
agency. Miss Culver came to Louisiana as 
the first secretary of the Commission and 
has served in this capacity continuously. 


She began her career as Assistant Li- 
brarian of Pomana College, Claremont, 
California, going later to Salem, Oregon 
as librarian of the Public Library. Califor- 
nia then reclaimed her as librarian succes- 
sively in Glenn, Butte and Merced Coun- 
ties. During some of her years there she 
was library visitor for the California State 
Library. For the summer sessions of 1935, 
1936 and 1938 she was an instructor in 
the Columbia University School of Libr- 
ary Service. 


Miss Culver is recognized locally and 
nationally. She has served in many capa- 
cities in both the Louisiana Library Asso- 
ciation and the American Library Associ- 
ation, some of which are: President of the 


League of Library Commissions, 1931-33; 
President of Southwestern Library Asso- 
ciation, 1936-38; 2nd Vice-President of 
A. L. A., 1935-36; and 1st Vice President 
of A. L. A., 1939-40. She very ably serv- 
ed in 1940-41 as President of the Ameri- 
ean Library Association and we in Lou- 
isiana were filled with pride that this dis- 
tinction was given her. 


In 1925 when Miss Culver began her 
work in the state there were only six mu- 
nicipal libraries with no service to the 
rural areas. Today there are nineteen par- 
ish libraries, seventeen of which are parish 
supported and two of which are demon- 
strations financed by the state. In 1925 
there was no state library extension 
agency. Today there is a strong agency 
recognized nationally as one of the most 
effective. Its direct service to individuals 
in those parishes without local service, its 
aid to already established libraries, and its 
extension program are acclaimed by all. 
In 1925 there was no concept of library 
service in Louisiana. Today the 2,360,000 
people in Louisiana are keenly aware of 
the values and benefits of public libraries. 


Because of her belief in the importance 
of books being made available and easily 
accessible to all, Miss Culver has been 
largely responsible for the sure, steady, 
solid growth of Louisiana libraries. Be- 
cause of her enthusiasm and zeal she has 
inspired both laymen and librarians with 
her broad views of how libraries can truly 
serve. Miss Culver is a practical idealist 
who sees in the next twenty years a library 
in every parish in the state.

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LIBRARY DEVELOPMENT FUND 


Louisiana was the second state to sub- 
scribe its quota for the Library Develop- 
ment Fund, according to word from the 
American Library Association. The State 
of Washington, notably library-active at 
present, led the way. 


The State Advisory Committee is grati- 
fied with Louisiana’s response, which it 
takes as indicative of general library in- 
terest here, and it wishes to thank all in- 
dividuals and groups making this fine rec- 
ord possible. Louisiana’s quota of $1,300 
was over-subscribed by more than $100. 

To date, $1598.20 has been pledged, it 
is announced, in the following categories: 
Bookdealers, $25; camp librarians, $8; 
Louisiana Library Association, $25; 11 li- 
brary boards, $355; library board memb- 
ers, $25; friend of the library, $1; college 
and university librarians, $219; school li- 
brarians, $119.50; state agencies and 
staffs, $437.50; staff organizations and 
clubs, $73; and public librarians, $238.60, 
unclassified $71.60. 


The campaign to raise Louisiana’s quota 
of the Fund was handled by a State Ad- 
visory Committee appointed in March. This 
committee was composed of Miss Essae M. 
Culver, executive secretary of the Louis- 
iana Library Commission, who is also a 
member of the A. L. A. Committee for the 
Fund; Miss Sue Hefley, supervisor of 
school libraries, State Department of Edu- 
cation; Miss Loma Knighten, librarian of 
Southwestern Louisiana Institute at Laf- 
ayette and President of the Louisiana Li- 
brary Association; Miss S. Metella Willi- 
ams, Louisiana State University Library 
School, Baton Rouge, and Miss Mary W. 
Harris, Director of the extension depart- 
ment of the Commission, who. served as 
state director. 


The committee designed a campaign to 
appeal to professional librarians in the 
State and library-interested citizens, with 
the following named to promote the work: 
Ovey Trahan, President of the Winn Par- 
ish Library Board, as chairman for the 
trustees’ group; Miss Frances Flanders, Li- 
brarian of Neville High School at Monroe, 
as chairman of the school librarians; Miss 
Williams, as chairman of the college and 


university librarians; and Miss Evelyn Pet- 
ers, librarian of the Orleans Parish School 
Board Professional Library, as chairman 
for the Orleans area, including all types 
of libraries. Miss Shirley Taylor of the 
Commission staff acted as treasurer. 


Parish librarians were asked to act in 
their areas with the exception of DeSoto 
where Miss Lucile Young was chairman, 
East Baton Rouge where Mrs. Tillie Schen- 
ker was chairman, Madison where Mrs. 
Helen Margaret Dew was chairman and 
Natchitoches where Miss Nancy Sexton was 
chairman, 


Campaign. expenses were kept to the 
minimum. The A. L. A. and the Louisiana 
Library Association both appropriated some 
funds for this purpose, and the Louisiana 
Library Commission contributed all expen- 
ses incurred by the state director for post- 
age, telephone calls and stationery, as did 
the Winn Parish Library for the chairman 
of the trustees’ group. 

The Fund will support a program of 
public relations to obtain for libraries 
more recognition and support. A library 
represeniative will be maintained at Was- 
hington under the direction of the A. L. A. 
to interpret library objectives and needs 
to government agencies and to the pubiic. 
All libraries—school, college, university 
and public—stand to benefit from the 
widespread national program, a library 
endeavor in which library forces of the 
nation are united.

Four meetings have been held of the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Louisiana Library 
Association. Time was spent in the earlier 
ones in making convention plans and ap- 
pointing committees. After the annual 
meeting was cancelled by the Office of 
Defense Transportation, many of our 
plans were discarded and the business on 
hand had to be settled by the Executive 
Board. 


We appreciated the many letters and 
messages from over the state, expressing 
sentiments of the members with regard to 
the carrying on of the Association. The 
Executive Board wants at all times to car- 
ry out the wishes of the Association mem- 
bership. The unanimous expression was to 
keep the same officers for another year. 
This is being done with one exception. Miss 
Sarah Jones resigned as Secretary and 
was replaced by Miss Norma Durand, As- 
sistant Cataloger at Southwestern Lou- 
isiana Institute. Some of the committee 
chairmen were asked to continue with their 
duties while other committees will have to 
be re-appointed when a convention is pos- 
sible. 


At the last meeting of the Executive 
Board, held May 12th, 1945, in the office 
of the President at Stephens Memorial Li- 
brary, appointments were made for the 
1945-46 Editorial Board of the Bulletin.

sion. A meeting was held June 16th by 
the newly appointed board to determine 
policies and make plans for the Bulletin.

The purpose of the 
meeting was to make plans for the Library 
Development Fund Campaign. Our quota 
was $1300 and we went over this in our 
contributions.

Parish, Public and 
‘Commission Notes 


A new parish library demonstration was 
launched in Acadia Parish on June 15, 
with headquarters in Crowley. Sarah Jones, 
field worker with the Louisiana Library 
Commission, has done the organization 
work for the project. Two staff members 
have been appointed to date; Virginia Mc- 
Donald, formerly librarian of the Bastrop 
High School, and Dorothy Robinson, a 
1945 graduate of the L. S. U. Library 
School. 


The Madison Parish Library Demonstra- 
tion has been in operation since March 1st, 
under the capable leadership of Mrs. Mar- 
guerite Boswell Sprague, formerly assist- 
ant librarian of Louisiana College, Pine- 
ville. ; 


Successful tax elections in Tangipahoa 
and Calcasieu parishes this spring closed 
the demonstration periods fur those librar- 
ies. Sallie Farrell, librarian of the demon- 
stration library in Caleasieu, and Elizabeth 
Cammack, librarian of the demonstration 
library in Tangipahoa, have accepted the 
positions of librarians in these new parish 
libraries. This brings the total number of 
parish-supported libraries in the state to 
nineteen.

News From Here And There in the 
School Library Field 
Vol. 1, No. 1 


The News Noser, newsletter to Indiana 
school librarians, made its appearance in 
March of this year. The first issue is mim- 
eographed, 8 pages, and is sponsored by 
the School Library Division of the Indiana 
State Teachers Association. 
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School Library Quarterly, issued by the 
New Jersey School Library Association, 
made its first appearance in May. It boasts 
some noteworthy contributors: the com- 
missioner of education in New Jersey, Mil- 
dred Batchelder of A. L. A., Irene Hayner, 
chairman of the American Association of 
School Librarians, A. L. A. There is a con- 
tribution from a school librarian, and from 
the librarian of a state teachers’ college. 
The first issue is in printed form, 24 pag- 
es, and attractively bound in a green 
cover. 

The Listening Post, sponsored by the 
Georgia Association for Education by Ra- 
dio and distributed from the State Depart- 
ment of Education was issued in April, 
printed in green ink, and in an 8-page 
format. 

Is this the answer? 


A State Cataloging Service is maintain- 
ed by the Georgia State Department of 
Education for public and school libraries 
of that state. The service is described thus: 
““Mimeographed cards are available for all 
books ordered through the State Depart- 
ment of Education. The cards are intend- 
ed primarily to relieve the school or teach- 
er-librarian and the librarian of the small 
public library of a time-consuming activity 
for which she has little or no training. The 
use of such cards will assure accurate and 
workable classification and cataloging and 
give the librarian more time to concentrate 
on individual and group assistance and on 
reading guidance. The cards are available 
in sets. A set of cards consists of suffic- 
jent cards needed for one book; such as, 
the author, subject, title, shelf list and 
subjects for parts of books wherever nec- 
essary. Cost of the cards is 5c a set. Ad- 
ditional cards for a book will be available 
at the rate of 1c a card if the librarian 
wants more cards for a book than are fur- 
nished in the original set.” from Manual 
for Adapting and Using Catalog Cards. 
Georgia State Deprtment of Eduction. 

Summer Experiment 

A non-credit short course in school li- 
brarianship is currently offered by the Li- 
brary School, Louisiana State University. 
The course was opened on June 11 and 
will be terminated on June 29. A good at- 
tendance is reported. Enrollment is largely 
from the ranks of those who nave been 


charged with the responsibility of the op- 
eration of the school library but feel the 
need of additional training in the funct- 
ions and duties of librarianship. 

School library service, too, has trends. 

They can be detected in such a publica- 
tion as School Libraries for Today and To- 
morrow (Planning for libraries, No. 5) 
A. L. A., 1945. A copy of Highlight from 
School Libaries for Today and Tomorrow, 
a summary statement, can be secured by 
writing to the Supervisor of School Li- 
braries, State Department of Education, 
Baton Rouge 4. 

You must see it to belive it. 

Will Daniels, librarian for the Univer- 
siiy High School, Louisiana State Univer- 
sity, maintains 7 shelf lists. There is the 
common or garden variety of books; the 
other six are for (1) recordings (2) slides 
(3) films (4) flim-strips (5) koda- 
chromes (6) stereographs. There are also 
dictionary catalog cards’ for each item 
shelf-listed; subject entries are important 
in cataloging these materials and have 
been generously used. Shelf-list and cata- 
log cards for each type are in a distinc- 
tive color—pink for recordings, buff for 
slides, salmon for films, yellow for film- 
strips, blue for kodachromes, and for ster- 
ographs, in desperation at exhaustion of 
colors, white typed entirely in red. At 
present the catalog for each type is main- 
tained separately; Mrs.Daniels is consid- 
ering throwing the whole together, but she 
wants to give the present arrangement a 
thorough trial before she abandons it. The 
shelf-lists will remain separated, of course. 
Mrs. Daniels has worked out satisfactory 
housing for each of the types of materials 
she handles, and she can count herself a 
pioneer in this area of library equipment 
as well as in the field of materials cata- 
loging. Perhaps she will make it possible 
for those interested to borrow sample 
cards, illustrative of her shelf lists and 
of her catalogs, and perhaps she will put 
her housing arrangements on paper for 


the guidance of those who would do like- 
wise.

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LOUISIANA LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 


The Louisiana Library Association was 
asked two years ago to join the Louisiana 
Legislative Council but the L. L. A. Ex- 
ecutive Board voted at that time to wait 
to see if worth while projects were adopt- 
ed. We again have been asked to join and 
lend our support and cooperation. We are 
presenting to you a brief statement on the 
Louisiana Legislative Council. Won’t you 
please study this and on the blank enclos- 
ed send your vote to Miss Norma Durand.

THE LOUISIANA LEGISLATIVE 
COUNCIL ITS REASON FOR BEING 


“In order that the people of the State of 
Louisiana may implement their desire to 
bring about the passage of laws to improve 
the conditions of its citizens and institut- 
ions, as well as to further the effective ad- 
ministration of laws making for social pro- 
gress—the Louisiana Legislative Council 
was organized in 1944. It is made up of del- 
egates and alternates representing many of 
the organizations in the state with pur- 
poses and plans for social progress. It 
seeks to spear head the efforts of these 
socially directed organizations by concen- 
trating its efforts upon five projects for 
each session of the Louisiana Legislature. 
These five projects (in regard to legisla- 
tive action or administrative procedure’ 
are chosen by vote of the delegates, after 
thorough study, considering not only their 
desirability, but also their feasibility. 


By pooling the efforts—and numerical 
strength—of the various organizations in 
the state, the efficiency of any one organ- 
ization may be multiplied many times. 
As an individual, a forward looking citi- 
zen might exert strong pressure for better 
legislation; or he might fail through not 
knowing just how to use his influence for 
good. A single organization devoted to so- 
cial improvement might, also, bring about 
desirable changes in legislation and admin- 
istration; or, for lack of experience in leg- 
islative matters, it might meet with dis- 
appointment. But both the single individ- 
ual and the single organization can do 
much more if they will combine their ef- 





forts with those who are working for the 
same social gains. 


The Louisiana Legislative Council 
moreover, allows for differences in aims 
and emphasis among its contituent organ- 
izations. The Council has no set program 
for social progress in Louisiana. Its pro- 
gram is whatever its constituent organiza- 
tions, acting through their accredited dele- 
gates to the Council, choose for its pro- 
gram. 


METHODS: Combining the efforts of 
state organizations and parallel groups of 
regional organizations operating within 
Louisiana into a Council to study legisla- 
tive and administrative needs, dividing in- 
to subcommittees to formulate and work 
for five projects at each session of the 
Legislature; each subcommittee calling on 
all the individuals in its member-organi- 
zations to work for a given project. Tech- 
niques: education, committee meetings, 
persuasion, publicity. 


MEMBERSHIP FEE: A minimum of 
$25.00 yearly. Those organizations with 
a membership exceeding 500 pay $1.00 for 
each additional 300 members.” 





Graduate Work at Peabody 


Starting with the summer quarter of 
1945, courses leading to the M. §S. in L. S. 
degree will be offered for the first time 
by the Peabody Library School. The com- 
plete program of courses will be offered 
during the regular year beginning with 
the fall of this year. Entrance require- 
ments include graduation from an approv- 
ed four-year college or university with a 
creditable record of scholarship; satisfac- 
tory completion of a year of training in 
an accredited library school; successful li- 
brary experience of at least one year in an 
approved library; and a reading knowledge 
of two foreign languages, preferably 


French and German. Inquiries should be 
addressed to the Director, Peabody Library 
School, Nashville 4, Tennessee.

“The Citizens’ Library Movement of 
of Louisiana is a state-wide organization 
designed to bring together all people in- 
terested in library development so that 
existing libraries may be strengthened and 
new libraries established in every parish. 

“More than 350,000 people have joined 
the Citizens’ Library Movement and with 
the obtaining of state and federal aid for 
libraries as one of its direct objectives, 
this group has been influential in bring- 
ing about legislative appropriation for 
more and better libraries. Parishes have 


obtained library demonstrations through 
the formation of parish units of the Citi- 
zens’ Library Movement, a method of 
making library interest articulate, so that 
the parish police jury will act favorably 
upon a citizens’ request to establish a li- 
brary. 

“Every one interested in the educational 
advancement of Louisiana made possible 
when books are brought within easy reach 
of all, is invited to join the Citizens’ Li- 
brary Movement. Membership is open to 
both individuals and organizations, with 
dues at 25 cents for the individuals and 
$1.00 for organizations. Funds derived are 
used to inform citizens of the need for li- 
braries in Louisiana. All officers of the 
Movement are giving their services.”
